It's easy 
to carry and fast handling for field shooting and p3inking, with plenty of accuracy 
for target shooting loo. As fast as you can pull the trigger it will fire 17 shuts at 
game or target! 

A built-in mount base will accommodate the 4 power telescopic sight which 
Is specifically adapted to this rifle when magnified righting is desired. The balance 
and compact design along with the craftsmanship used in manufacturing this gun 
make it an all-around favorite* 


IMPORTANT* 

Before firing tins rifle, be sore to dean barrel thoroughly of grease, or any obstruction. 


CLEANING & LUBRICATING 


The performance of any semi-autriTmitir rifle depends on how dean ll is kept* Exclusive 
use of J. C. Higgins' ammunition will keep fouling in a minimum, hut. because a semi-auto¬ 
matic rifle depends on the powder ga>f> for the repeating action, it must be kept clean to 
function efficiently. We recommend that your gun he thoroughly cleaned after firing 200 to 
250 rounds for enntinned lop performance. 


Disassemble the gun, following complete instruction* contained in iliis instruct ion 
sheet, into the three basic parts, (a* stock, receiver and barrel group, (k) trigger assembly, 
and (c) breech bolt assembly.

U&ing a loo til bruflh soaked in solvent, clean trigger assembly, getling powder fouling 
ouL of springs, magazine throat, ere, fn same manner clean bolt, getting fouling out of 
extractor, off of bolt face ami tiring pin, and out of machined eiuts in boll. Push a patch, 
moistened with a good solvent through Lhe barrel from the muzzle end. Push a brass brush, 
soaked in solvent through the entire length of ihr bore several times, using long even 
strokes. Push clean patches through the bore in the same manner until I he last patch comes 
QUI unsoiled. Push lightly oiled patch through the entire length of the horn. Wipe both 
trigger assembly and bolt dry, oil lightly, and replace, following instructions for assembly,, 
which follow.

Sears" Store or from 1 he catalogue!, which includes all the necessary materials to carry put 
the above operations. Another valuable piece of equipment is a J. C. Higgins Silicone Cloth 
which will help by protecting the outside surfaces of the rifle from rust and moist lire. 


OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS ;# 


TO MAKE GUN SAFE: Safety is located in trigger guard bow forward of trigger. 
With hammer cocked, push safely from left to right until red band is covered. This move¬ 
ment locks trigger, and gun cannot he fired. Always lock the trigger when earning a 
loaded gun. 

TO RELEASE SAFETY: Push safety from right to left, exposing red band, and 
gun is ready lo fire. 

TO LOAD MAGAZINE; With safely on, lurn knurled knob mi inner magazine tube, 
pull tube out and insert cartridges into cartridge opening, cpmtmiing the op era Hon until 
last cartridge is visible t See figure 2,1. Grasping knurled portion of Inside magazine tube, 
press down with rotating action until magazine tube is fully down and located in supporting 
notch, 

TO LOAD CHAMBER ; Retract action Lilly to the rear and allow to dose. Push safely 
so that the red hand appears. Gun is now ready to fire. 
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TO REMOVE CARTRIDGES; WITHOUT FIRING; Remove inside magazine 
lube, anti by puiniing gun muzzle downward, all cartridges in the magazine tube will drop 
into the hand. With safety mi, work action iwice to remove cartridges from barrel chamber 
and from trigger guard assembly through the ejection port. Pull holt operating handle hack 
and examine barrel chamber to make sure gun is now empty ol cartridges* Inside magazine 
tube may now be replaced. 


TO ASSEMBLE J* C* HIGGINS 4-X TELESCOPE SIGHT TO RIFLE: Engage 
mating slot on telescope mount with mating slot on receiver Lop. The eye piece of the scope 
should be to the rear and slide forward against the stop* Tighten scope mounting screw anti 
the assembly is complete. (Sec figure I}* 


DISASSEMBLY 


TO REMOVE TRIGGER ASSEMBLY: Turn the gun upside down, remove trigger 
guard retaining screw. Grasp trigger guard and pul] up and toward the butt stock. Trigger 
guard assembly will come free of the receiver as a unit (See figure 4)* Is Is advisable to 
remove this assembly only when necessary* 

BOLT: With gun still upside down, pull boll operating handle completely to rear. 
W bile holding in this position* lift up front of bolt and ease bolt our of receiver releasing 
pressure on driving spring slowly. Unit operating handle may then be pulled forward to the 
ejection port and removed from the gun. (See figure 5K 

FORE-ARM: May be disassembled by removing forearm retaining screw and sliding 
fore-arm from receiver.

BOLT ASSEMBLY: With gun upside down, 
replace bolt operating handle back in position 
so that the notch in Lhe handle faces the open¬ 
ing for the trigger guard assembly. Slide bolt 
operating handle fully to rear. Insert [he driving 
spring guide into spring and insert spring into 
hole in boh. Then fit driving spring guide into 
the hole at rear of receiver. Pugh block to 
rear of receiver against the pressure of the driv¬ 
ing spring, tSee Fig. 6), Hold the bolt with it 
inclined slightly and seL down over the holt 
operating handle and allow the holt to move 
forward. 


TRIGGER ASSEMBLY: Make sure that 
hammer is in cocked position. (See Figure 7). 
With the gim in upside down position, replace 
trigger assembly by inserting log on front end 
of trigger assembly mating slot inside forward 
end of receiver. Press down and forward against 
rear portion of trigger guard until fully seated. 
Insert and tighten trigger guard retaining screw. 
The gun is now completely re-assembled*
